PLETES NEW BUILDINGS. 
PLANS FOR THE NEW YEAR.

Gainesville, Ga, December 7.—The 
new buildings for the Brenau Prepara- 
tory school and the Sigma Theta Phi 
club house are completed and lend ad- 
ditional beauty and convenience to the 
Brenan plant. which is now one of the 
largest in the entire country. The 
gpowth of Brenau has been so contin- 
vious and gradual that few people, even 
in Gainesville, realize the proportions 
that have been reached. Each year the 
announcement has been made that the 
“attendance is the largest in the his- 
tory of the institution,” until the 
phrase has become stereotyped and its 
real significance not appreciated. 

During the present year there are in 
use by the college twenty-two separate 
buildings, five of these being large and 
handsome brick and stone structures, 
The faculty numbers thirty-three of- 
ficers and teachers and there are ap- 
proximately four hundred students rep- 
resenting more than twenty states. 
Every place in the several dormito- 
ries has been occupied and quite a 
large number of students are boarding 
in private homes near the college. 

The new building for the Brenau 
Preparatory school makes possible an 
entire separation of the preparatory 
from the regular college students. 
This school has its own faculty and 
a large number of students, both from 
Gainesville and also boarding students 
from a distance. It fills a long-felt 
want in Georgia, for while there are a 
number of preparatory. schools for 
boys, there are few real preparatory 
schools for girls. 

Plans for the erection of the Tem- 
ple of Oratory are now being matured 
and it is hoped that work wil]! be be- 
gun during the early part of the next 
vear. The development of the Rrenau 
School of Oratory under the direction 
of Miss Florence Overton has been one 
of the most striking of the numerous

successful enterprises of Brenau. There 
are a large number of students who 
are devoting all of their time to the 
study ef this subject, and the fame of 
the School of Oratory is drawing stu- 
dents from many distant states. 

Brenau is perhaps best known for 
the unusual excellence of its musical 
advantages. This year a number of 
new pianos have been bought, increas- 
ing the tota] to about sixty. The fac- 
ulty has been increased by the addition 
of Dr. John Bassett-Wootten and Miss 
Ida Kohn. The other members of the 
music faculty are Otto Pfefferkorn, 
August Geiger, Theodore Rude, Mrs. 
Mary Croft Ward, Miss Deborah ‘Mc- 
Crea, Mrs. Catherine Newsom Jewell 
and Miss Minnie Macon Trotter. 

The new scientific laboratory is an- 
other important improvement recently 
completed. Under the direction of Dr. 
©. H. Murfee most excellent work is 
being done in this department. Appa- 
ratus for the illustration of wireless 
telegraphy and the Roentgen rays has 
recently been installed. 

The new department of history under 
the direction of Miss Florence M. Rohr 
{fs also doing excellently. A course in 
current history is being followed with 
much interest by a large body of stu- 
dents. By invitation Hon. H. H. Per- 
ry addressed the class recently on the 
present financial crisis. 

The series of Thursday lectures by 
distinguished speakers from a distance 
has been revived and is proving very 
nrofitable. Professor EF H. Johnson. of 
Emory college, delivered a most in- 
structive and entertaining lecture last 
Thursday on the “Life of John Wes- 
ley.” On next Thursday the lecture wil] 
be delivered by Professor R. E. Fark. 
of the University of Georgia. 

Christmas vacation begins at noon 
December 20 and exercises will be re- 
sumed on the morning of January 2. 
Nearly all of the present students wil] 
return, but a few places will he left 
vacant to be filled by new students.

SUES PROMINENT CITIZENS 


It Is Admitted by the Defendants 
That Vet Was Beaten Up, but 
the Claim Is Made That 
It Was in Self- 
Defense. 


Brown House, Macon, Ga., 
7.—(Special.)——-The issue was made com- 
plete in the United States court today 
in a sensational suit for ten thousand 
dollars damages for alleged personal in- 
juries, filéd by Charles M. Vet, now 4 
resident of Jacksonville, Fila., against 
T. W. Hooks, Blount Freeman, Daniel 
Driggers and A. J. Cowart, all promi- 
nent citizens of Dublin,.Ga., when ail 
the defendants filled answers to the com- 
plainant. They deny having done him 
any ‘wrong. 

At the close of the Dublin schools 
last summer, Vet, who is a music 
teacher, clainuws to have been called 
from his rootn ‘by the defendants named 
one night, and when he was enticed 
into the dark street he was assailed and 
beaten so that he was severely injured. 
Developments show that the difficulty 
arose Over the practice for the com- 
mencement exercises, Vet having occu- 
pied a room wanted by a lady teacher, 
Miss Matthe Dew. When he would not 
withdraw with his students he was 
training for the occasion, there was a 
difficulty. in which the accused men 
clai mthat Vet grossly insulted the lady 
and her companion, who is not named. 

All the defendants claim to have had 
nothing to do with. the case except B. 
A. Hooks. He claims to have called Vet 
from his room for the purpose of remon- 
strating with him for having talked 
rudely to the lady, and when in the 
streets a fight occurred in which Hooks 
claims it was necessary to defend him- 
self against the fight of Vet. The case 
has enough of local interest in Dublin 
to cause much concern on the part of 
the school board, whose members had 
to deal with the difficulty at the time. 

It is openly admitted by the defend- 
ants that Vet was beaten up, but Hooks 
claims that it was only done to save 
himself against personal harm. The 
fight divided the community and caused 
no little stir. The case will be taken up 
before Judge Emory Speer here,

THREE MILLION MATCHES 
ARE STRUCK EVERY DAY 


he civilized nations of the worid 
strike three million matches every min- 
ute of the twenty-four hours. Nearly 
one-half of these are ignited in this 
country. Americans use up the enor- 
mous total of seven hundred Dillion @ 
year, and have a larger match bill than 
any other nation in the world. 

Hundreds of factories over the coun- 
try are engaged in this industry about 
which the general public knows so lit- 
tle. Some of the plants are very large, 
one on the Pacific coast covering 240 
acres, with thirty-two miles of railroad. 
which supply the match machines witr 
200,000 feet of sugar pine and yellow 


pine logs a day. 
A statement of the number of cubic 


| feet of wood which actually is con- 


verted into matches each year would 
convey only an inadequate idea of the 
number of trees required for the indus- 
try. For the manufacture of the match 
the best grade of wood is necessary. 
Sapwood, knotty or cross-grained tim- 
ber will not do. This makes it neces- 
sary to search the best forests and 
pick out the choice trees only, and 
nothing but the choice portions of the 
choice trees go to the match machines. 
It may be seen that the lumberman 
sweeps over a wide area in search of 
suitable timber to feed into the match 
machines. 

Seldom is the little splinter tipped 
with sulphur, or some other substance 
to be ignited by friction, given even 
scant mention in the consideration of 
the depletion of the world’s finest for- 
ests, yet the manufacturers of these 
little fire sticks are ag much concerned 
over the timber supply question as any 
other class of men engaged in an indus- 
try whose welfare depends on the use 
of forest products. 

It might be supposed that because 
matches are small the makers of them 
would utilize scraps and leftovers. This 
is never the case; matches are not by- 
products. The match machine takes 
the finest timber and what it rejects 
goes to the by-product yard, and the 
by-product end of the match business 
becomes the largest end, so far as bulk 
is concerned. Among the by-products 
turned by the large Pacific coast fac- 
tory just mentioned are !,000 doors and 
800 sashes daily. 

As a matter of fact, it would be im- 
possible to carry on the match business 
at all, at present prices, if the rejected 
lumber were not worked into some- 
thing else. The room where matches 
are made is frequently the smailiest de- 
partment of a match factory. The 
larger portions contain the sawmills 
and planing mills where doors, sash, 
shingles, lath, siding, posts, cordwood 
and many other salable commodities 
are made ready for market. 

This country, although it has the 
most abundant materia! and the finest 
machinery in the world for the purpose, 
does not manufacture enough matches 
to supply the home market. Thousands 
of dollars’ worth are annually im- 
ported from Germany, Austria, France, 
Sweden, and other countries where they 
are made by cheaper labor and poorer 
machinery. and usually from higher 
priced wood, though it is not better 
than what is grown in the American 
forests. The imports are largely 
safety matches, which can be struck 
only on the box or other specially pre- 

surface. 

Wood for matches is a much more 
serious problem in some of the Bu- 
ropean countries than it yet is in the 
United States. The most suitable matcn 
timber is pine, linden, aspen, white ce- 
dar, poplar, birch, and willow. Others, 
however, are occasionally used. Germany 
imports willow and aspen from Russia. 
Some time ago the German match 
manufacturers pétitioned the . minister 
of agriculture to cause the foresters to 
plant aspen in the state forests t 


: 


ing it. A similar petition to their gov- 
ernment was presented by the French 
manufacturers of matches who wanted 
a home supply. 

At the same time the Russian manu- 
facturers of matches asked their gov- 
ernment to take measures to check the 
export of match wood to foreign coun- 
tries, because the material was needed 
at home. 

In the United States, as well as in 
Canada, a diligent search for choice 
forests is maintained, and very large 
tracts have been bought by companies 
in the match business, not only to 
meet present demands, but to provide 
for years to come. In a single year 
one match company cut 225,000,000 
board feet of pine in the lake region. 
The cut, however, in that instance was 
exceptionally large in order to save 
the timber which was at that time 
threatened by the ravages of a bark 
beetle. There are more than 150 match 
manufacturers in the United States, 
and about half that number in Can- 
ada. 

Matches are manufactured in many 
ways and with numerous kinds of 
machines, and for that reason a de- 
scription of an operation in one fac- 
tory would not apply to another. 
Nearly every manufacturing company 
has machinery made specially for its 
use, and covered by patents, and it 
also employs processes discovered or; 
devised by its own chemists and me- 
chanics, and kept secret to prevent 
rivals from obtaining and profiting by 
them. Some time ago an American 
company sold the right to use its spe- 
cial. machines in France, obtaining 
$i00,.u.v7 in cash and an equal sum 
yearly as royaity. This shows how 
much depends on the machines, and 
how much a match manufacturer will 
pay to get the best. Only by using 


the best that is obtainable is competi- 
tion possible. A single machine has 


been known to turn out 177,926,400 
matches in one day—boxed and labeled 
ready for shipment. 

Some matches are shaved with the 
grain from sawed blocks, some are 
cut both ways by saws. In some fac- 
tories the blocks are boiled to make 


them cut easily. By some machines a. 


boiled or steamed log is revolved on 
its own axis and a shaving—the thick- 
ness of a match—is cut round and 


round. This shaving is at the same. 
Split into! 


time cut into lengths and 
match sticks. There is hardly @ lMmit 
to the varieties of methods employed. 
Round matches are made by forcing 
them through dies. The Japanese make 
paper matches, which are wood after 
all. - 

In common with other industries of 
the United States depending upon ex- 
isting forests, the matchmakers are 
within sight of a shortage in the wood 
supply. When present timber holdings 
have been depleted, they cannot be 
duplicated. If forced to economize, the 
people of this country might get along 
with fewer than twenty-five or thirty 
matches a day each as at present, but 
they will probably insist on having 
them, and will demand, as in Germany 
and France, that foresters plant and 
grow timber especially for matches, 
This could readily be done if forests 
were placed under management and 
were no longer left to run wild, and 
produce cordwood and brush when 
they ought to grow merchantable tim- 
ber. 

Conservative management. of timber- 
lands is assured for only one-fifth of 
this country’s forested areas, the part 
contained in the national forests and 
under the administration of ‘the United 
States forest service. By cutting only 
the mature trees and protecting the 
new growth by keeping out fires,- the 
national forests will be made to yield 
indefinitely. It cannot be expected that 
this small part of the nation’s forest 
will supply the demand for future gen- 
erations, and the one hope in sight is 
that users of wood, including the 
match manufacturers, will insure the 
permanence of their business by ap- 
plying the principles of forestry in the 
management of timberlands.

Wherever the effect of deforestation is known and understood there is 
an insistent demand for -the preservation of the remaining important forests; 
by the creation of national forest reserves. 

The Sofith and the Bast are now asking that the general government 
shall do for these sections, though-on a-smaller scale, what it has done for 
the West and the (Pacific slope and in the Rockies, where 150,000,000 acres 
of national forest reserve have been established . with the-minimum of re- 


| striction and the maximum of privilege to.the people whose homes are in 


or adjacent to the territory affected. 

_ Congress is asked to establish: here the ‘Appalachian forest reserve, 
comprising approximatély .75,000,000 acres on the Atlantic slope, extending 
from the New Hugland states on the north, well’ into Georgia and Alabama 
on the south, 

. Government officials of the. agricultural department, dealing with the 
subject of forestry, have written volumes upon the importance and the neces- 
sity. -of .federal action in the direction of preserving the eastern forests. 
Bodies of engineers who, like-the Atlanta section of the American Institute 
of. Electrical Engineers, have studied the subject individually and collectively, 
have passed resolutions urging early congressional action as a matter in 
which delay means national loss. 

Were it solely a matter of the preservation of the forest woods, perhaps 
little would have been heard .of the forest reserve proposition. But as has 
been ‘Clearly démonstrated, vastly more is involved. It is a question of the 
life and vitality. of millions of acrgs of valuable agricultural lands, which 
depend upon the proper distribution of moisture such as can be effected only 
by the forest. It is a question of the preservation of the sources of the 
important navigable streams of the Atlantic slope and of the eastern gulf; 
likewise of the valuable waterpowers throughout the south and east, develop- 
ment of which has only just begun. 

It is estimated that deforestation has already caused a loss in this section, 
principally in the erosion or washing away of farm lands, of more than $10,000,- 
000. That is but a beginning, France counted up her loss in millions before 
she acted, and then found the work of restoration a long, tedious and expen- 
Sive process. Opportunity now confronts the national government to take 
hold of the situation almost in:the beginning of the destruction. But it is a 
destruction that promises to be swift and sure and complete unless early 
action is taken. 

It is more than a passing, it is a national and a patriotic, duty of the 
represeniatives in congress from the south and east to get solidly back of 
this movement and demand favorable action by that body. They have it 
within their power by united and determined action, particularly at a time 
when there is no possibility of making the plea of national poverty, to 
secure this important legislation, and they cannot afford to let it go by default. 

With so much of our national future depending upon this attion, delay in 
the establishment .of the Appalachian eetnanl. forest reserve must be con- 
sidered as more than extra hazardous.

I will give only one instance right here in 
our city. An old veteran, a Christian gen- 
tleman, partially paralyzed and totally un- 
able to do any work, and his wife, both 
past their three score and ten years, are 
dependent on the salary of an unmarried 
daughter for the support of the family of 
three. 

Heretofore’ he has draw his pension of 
$60 in January in time to lay in their sup- 
ply of coal and to purchase a meager supply 
of winter clothing. As the law now stands he 
can only draw $15 and that fn March, when 
the winter is about over. Why make. it so 
hard for these old people so near their 
graves, and thousands of others Knee 48 
worthy 
I must think that the general assembiy with 
the rush of important bills failed to give this 
one the consideration it deserves. I do trust 
they will repeal it. 

I am sure if it were possible to canvass 
the state, a mammoth petition-for the re- 
peal of this law would be signed by every 
pensioner in the state. The man who wfll 
engineer such a_ bill through the legislature 
will receive the heartfelt gratitude of hun- 
dreds, ves, thousands, of as valiant men as 
ever followed Lee, Gordon, Stonewall Jack-* 
son, and others just as great, arid ‘the des-

The first scene of the third act shows 
Athanael leading the footsore Thais into 
an oasis in the desert. The monk lashes 
himself to his duty, but it is quite plain 
that he has succumbed to the beauty 
of the woman. She, however, has turned 
her back upon the world and fixed her 
eyes on heaven. She is received by the 
‘white ladies” and Athanael igs left to 
rush despairing back to his own frater- 
nity and confess his sin. 

A vision of Thais dying appears to 
him, He flies to the convent, It is true, 
Thais is leaving the world indeed, Ath- 
anael implores her to live and to love.

Whatever the popular verdict, Austin 
Strong, the author, may feel proud of 
his work. He has not traveled old 
pathways, he has not comfortable in 
the fetters of convention.

The quaint- 
less— the almost fantastic quaintness— 
of the play suggests J. M. Barrie, and 
even approaches the whimsicalities of 
that genius—an achievement denied 
most dramatists.

bed undressed, breathing heavily and 
under the evident effect of an overdose 
of morphine. An emptied sixty-grain 
bottle was found by his side. 

Dr. Hubbard was summoned, and dd- 
ministereq an antidote.

New Orleans, La., December 7.—There 
will be no Sunday closing of saloons in 
New Orleans tomorrow according to a 
statement from the Louisiana Liquor 
League tonight. The liquor dealers an- 
nounced themselves as openly fightly 
the Sunday closing movement on the 
ground that some of the saloon men 
depend entirely on Sunday business for 
their profits.

‘Black Sport’? Made Two 


to Kill Officers of the Law. 


Attempts Within Past Year 


Had 


Bad Record. 


Andrew Johnson, the murderer of Pa- 
trolman Manier, attempted to kill Offi- 
cer Frank Christophine over a year ago, 


No negro is more familiar in police 
circles than “Black Sport.’’ There is 
not a detective, patrolman or plain clothes 
officer who has worked on Peters 
or Decatur streets who has not had 
some difficulty with him. No one has 
ever heard of any real hard labor that 
he ever performed, but all who have 


handled him say he is a sneak thief, @ 
drunken rowdy, a gambler, and a loafer. 

Chief Jennings yesterday afternoon 
stated that as far as he could find 
something like 40 cases have been made 
against the negro in the police court. 
There is no record of any chaingang | 
sentences having been given him, a8) 
he has always been too shrewd to do 
anything that would cause him to be 
tried jin a higher court. 

The same pistol with which he killed 
Patrolman Manier was found in a raid 
sometime ago, when he tried to kill 
two detectives. At this time there is 
a revolver, Colt's 38-caliber, belonging 
to Johnson, in pawn at- 144 Decatur 
street. 


Tried Another Murder. 

Aside from the cold-blooded murder he 
committed on Friday, the next impor- 
tant thing against him is his attempt 
on the life of Officer Frank Christo- 
phine. It happened a year ago on Pe- 
ters street, in Lynch’s barroow. “Black 
Sport’ was wanted by Plain Clothes 
Officer Rowan and Christophine for 
several cases of disorderly conduct. As 
Christophine was stationed on _ Peters 
street he kept on the lookout for tne 
negro, and happened to find him in the 
barroom, in the rear, raising a row. 
He was perfectly sober. When the pa- 
trolman approaehed him he said in 
course, bullying tones: 

‘Handcuff me! Handcuff me!’’ 

As he was saying this he reached in 
his pocket for a long knife, endeavor- 
ing to cut the policeman. Christophine 
was too quick, and put the bracelets 
on him in an instant. Johnson then, 
waving his hands around again, tried 
to kill Christophine by hitting the of- 
ficer in the head with the steel hand- 
cuffs.

whole game had succeeded (outside of 
the definite occasions on which real 
points had been scored) in having or 
getting in possession the ball nearest 
the opponents’ goal line, 

The above plan might call for an offi- 
cial scorer to be added to the list of 
officials, but that’s a veey small matter 
and in no wise objectionable. 

A little careful thought, I think, 
would convince most any football crank 
that the plan here outlined would. be 
an eminently just and consistent in- 
novation. 

When Near Goal Line. 

It has been suggested that but five 
yards gain in three downs should be 
required when within ten yards of the 
opponents’ goal line; but this would be 
fair only provided the attacking side is 
estopped from using the forward pass 
in this territory; for, if allowed to 
use it, the defense would still be so 
scattered that the making of five yards 
and the eventual touchdown wouli be 
the merest child’s play for the attack- 
ing team. 

On the whole, I do not look for many 
changes, but one or two of the alter- 
ations are apt to be quite important.

In Direct Antithesis Penn-Cornell 
Game Proved to Be Most Inter- 
esting Contest—Successtful 
Use of Forward Pass 
Amasaing. 


Philadelphia, December 7.—(Sipecial.)— 
The Army-Navy game of last Saturday 
was in many respects the most uninter- 
esting contest of the football season for 
both teams showed an attack that was 
woefully lacking in power and their ex- 
ecution of the forward pass was extreme- 
ly weak compared to the wonderful ex- 
Idbition that Pennsylvania gave wpon 
the game field on the Thursday previous 
when she subdued Cornell. Further than 
that, the two elevens were without a 
versatile offense, though both quarter- 
backs failed to use the open and trick 
plays which they know. The same 'won- 
derful spectacle tn the crowd was to be 
seen, for society turned out from Bos- 
ton to Washington to lend color to the 
wind-up of the season, making the con- 
test, as always, the grand event of the 
football season. 

The work of the Army team was a 
great disappointment to its followers and 
to tthe football men from the majority 
of the leading eastern colleges who came 
on to view not only this game, but the 
Penn-Cornell affair two days eariier. 
Not only did the eleven play poorly, but 
it lacked much of football knowledge, 
the eleven seeming ito forget the cardi- 
nal principles of the game, and seldom 
did it show the power which it was her- 
alded as possessing. The team was evi- 
dently overconfident when it reached the 
field, whereas the Navy entered with an 
entirely different idea. This eleven be- 
lieved it had a fighting chance, and from

The game wee also peculiar in that the 
Navy eeemed to grow stronger from the 
first play, whereas Weat Point did just 
the opposite. At the ouwtsetart the soldier 
lads hed the advestage of position, forc- 
ing the Navy to punt out to them after 
the kick off, thereby receiving the bail 
in midfield. This advantage Captain 
Douglas soon overcame by reason of his 
aplendid punting end the support his 
ends gave him in preventing the Army 
backs from returning the ball West 
Point’s punting was longer than that 
produced by the Navy, but not as effective 
as the kicks were tooslow and could not 
be covered by the ents, in this punting 
duel the Navy soon forced the Army 
back up the field until one of Douglas’ 
punts wes run back past midfield. The 
Army’s attack, haweverfi did not prove 
strong and again the punting duet, 
Douglas then was worked for fake Kick 
runs around both ends and this mode 
of attack proved’ most effective, taking 
the ball close to West Point’s goal line. 
On line bucking the Navy could not 
produce aggreseiveness and they lost the 
pall in their final effort upon a bungled 
forward pass. Douglas, however, was 
used again and finally Degue obtained & 
fumble, threatening the Army's line 43 
before. Agein the Navy attack failed 
unt the tast try when e split play re- 
sulted in the only score of the game. 

From that point on the Navy was 
superior, and many thought she would 
run up a large score against her old 
rival, but her attack proved weak and 
her forward passes were rarely re- 
covered. Her team played in great 
fortune, for West Point soon became 
unable to catch a punt or to take care 


a punting formation. Yet, with these 
two advantages to depend upon, the 
Navy could not advance the ball when 
within striking distance, and she soon 
resorted to holding the Army, using 
her punter to good advantage, though 
West Point never failed to hurry him. 
It was one of the oddest games seen 
this season, and undoubtedly the poor- 
est. No two big teams have been so 
unprepared for a big game during the 
fall, ani the Navy was rather fore 
tunate in her victory, though it was 
earned by the wonderful punting of her 
captain and the fierce play of the en- 
tire team. Had she possessed a pow- 
erful attack, she would have swamped 
the Army with a large score.

The Pennsylvania-Cornell game of 
the Thursday before proved one of the 
most interesting contests of the year, 
as Pennsylvania displayed an attack 
along the lines of the forward pass 
that amazed the football world after 
her woeful lack of sxnowledge along 
this line earlier in the season.

AT ATLANTA WEDDING

At the wedding of two prominent 
young society people, held in Atlanta 
this week, the decorations at the 
church were the handsomest ever seen 
in the city.
